Lansing Silent on Cable. 

Secretary Lansing would neither 
deny nor affirm today authenticity of 
the cable from Tokio that America 
had protested against the failure of 
the Japanese to afford protection to 
American engineers in the Japanese 
zone of the Siberian railroad and had 
threatened to withdraw American 
troops from Siberia. 
Secretary Baker said the situation 
is constantly changing in Siberia and 
that he is receiving detailed reports 
from Gen. Graves. He declined to in- 
dicate the character of the general’s re- 
ports. 

There was friction from the start be- 
tween America and Japan over the Si- 
berian expedition. Tokio accused 
Washington of having dispatched more 
than the 7,500 men agreed upon and 
sent 60,000 Japanese into Siberia. 
American protests caused the with- 
drawal of a large part of these forres 
from the interior te the sea coast. 


Mountain of Ill-Feeling. 
There was a clash between Gen. 
Graves and the Japanese when the 
former sought the American soldier 
flogged by the Russians. Numerous 
other instances of trouble are recorded 
in war department reports. American 
soldiers complain generally of Japanese 
‘hostility. 
The Tien Tsin incident, involving 
gross outrages by Japanese upon 
American soldiers and’ officials, caused 
the United States to demand apologies 
and reparation. Tokio sought to close 
the incident by causing local Japanese 
officials in China to express regrets. 
This did not satisfy Washington, and 
an animated diplomatic. correspondence 
has ensued. ‘Upon to date, Japan has 
not apologized. . 

No Progress in Shantung. 
Shantung is another thorn. Presi- 
dent Wilson, endeavoring to remove 
senate opposition to the treaty, has 
tried to induce Tokio to fix a date for 
the restoration. Japan has not given 
‘the requested assurances. 

The “ peaceful penetration” of coast 
states by the Japanese again is becom- 
ing a burning question in the west, and 
charges in congress are frequent that 
Tokio is violating the “gentleman's 
agreement” to prevent laborers from 
emigrating to America.

» PARIS, Oct. 9.—The secret treaty be- 
gun by Roumania and Hungary has 
been agreed upon, according to word 
reaching Paris. The new treaty finds 
the Roumanian frontier farther inside 
Transylvania thaw the tentative line 
set by the peace conference last spring, 
but in return for the added territory 
the Roumanians grant the Hungarians 
certain economic concessions. The 
secret treaty has not come up before 
the supreme council yet and it is not 
expected that either the Hungarians 
or Roumanians will broach the sub- 
ject at present. When the Roumanians 
advance their claims for Bessarabia. 
‘however, it is bélieved they will an- 
nounce their private agreement with 
Hungary. The Roumanians believe if 
they can get the support of Hungary 
in forming a strong military state to- 
gether with Czecho-Slovakia and Po- 
land they will constitute a formidable 
block against a Slav advance into 
Europe. This is the principal reason 
why France is supporting Roumania.

Suggesting a possible motive for the 
mother’s act, he said Mrs. Luikart suf- 
fered frequently from melancholia. 

“She often told me women had no 
chance in the world and are never any- 
thing but household drudges.” 

In an interview at the Pontiac 
county jail last night, Mrs. Luikart 
added support to this theory. 

“I desired boy babies,” she said, 
“Girls have no chance in this world.”

TWO MORE MEN

Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 9%.—Another 
small riet occurred tonight in Donora, 
where two foreign born men, alleged 
to be strikers, were shot and slightly 
wounded this morning in a clash be- 
tween strike sympathizers and work- 
ers on their way from the plant of the 
American, Steel and Wire company.

“In one combination listed,” Poole 
explained, “sugar is offered at $11.95 if 
two bags of cranberry beans are taken 
along with it at $11.50 a bag. These

makes $9 on the two bags, which gives 
him $20.95 a hundred for his sugar.

PLAN NEW HOME 
FOR PIT COST 


D irectors Favor a New 
Structure Rather than 
__ Repair the Old. 


A new building for the Board of 


cago is in prospect. | 


Board of Trade directors took up 
the question of a new building to cost 
$5,000,000 or more or to repair the old 
one, which is worth approximately 
$2,000,000, at a cost of over $350,000. 
The decision was in favor of a new one 
and the permanent building commit- 
tee is to be instructed to speed up and 
secure estimates on the probable cost 
of erecting the new structure. Plans 


were prepared by Holabird & Roche, 
architects, several years ago and held 


tee, of which B. A. Eckart is chairman; 
owing to the war and the high cost of 
labor and materials. The plans call 
for a seventeen story building with 
a rentable space of 24,588 feet. 
Ground upon which the board build- 
ing stands occupies half a square 
fronting, on Jackson boulevard and La 
Salle street and bounded on the east 
side by the extension of La Salle 
street and on the west by Sherman 
street. It is valued at $4,500,000 under 
present conditions. A structure to 
cost $5,000,000 would make the total 
value of land and building $9,500,000. 


No Trouble in Financing. 


It is not expected that there wou 
be any trouble in financing the new 


$633,000 of bonds outstanding, which 
can.be arranged for with local banks, 
who have offered several times to fur- 
nish all the money needed. 

When the estimates of costes have 
been prepared by the architects and 
submitted, a vote of the association 
will be taken as to whether it 
to proceed to erect a new building. 

The present building needs the’ ex- 
penditure of $350,000 for repairs. New 
boilers, an entirely new plumbing sys- 
tem, extensive repairs on the roof, and 
many other things are necessary. 
Much money will have to be spent in 
removing about four, feet at the front 
entrance, which extends too far out on 
the sidewalk on Jackson street. 

Consider Trade. 

A proposition from John J. Mitchell 
of the new North American Trust com- 
pany, which is to take over the IIli- 
nois Trust and Savings, the Merchants

To stamp out profiteering and stop unnecessary hoarding. 

To enforce vigorously present laws and promptly to en- 
act such further laws as are necessary to prevent and pun- 
ish profiteering and needless hoarding. 

To bring about better codperation and: method in dis- 


 tributing and marketing good. 


To keep both producer and consumer fully informed as 


to what goods are needed and as to what supplies are avail- 


Able, so that production may anticipate the country’s 


Here is a program attainable as to most of its 
Propositions, at least. We are always ready to 


Pass new laws. That much is easy, and indeed the|

It 
can’t be done by passing new laws nor by haling. 
offenders or alleged offenders into court. The chief 
difieulty is, of course, that it involves the whole 
effort of labor to increase wages and decrease 
hours of work, an effort which in cases of over- 
work and underpayment ought to sueceed on 
grounds not only of justice to individuals but of 

natienal efficiency. 
But there are many strikes that have no justifi- 
cation-in excessively low wages or harsh working 


conditions. They have different motives and ob-|. 


jects—the natural desire of enterprising Americans 
to get ahead, the desire of leaders to increase 
power, jurisdictional rivalries, and what not. There 
is also the influence of radical theories looking to 
sweeping changes in industrial and social. relations. 
In the aggregate they form a tendency we calli 
social unrest, which cannot be disposed of by a 
wave of the hand, by arguments, by impulsive law- 
making. This is retarding production in a very 
serious way and therefore is helping powerfully to 
sustain: prices at a high level. | 

We can see this, most of us, but how are we to 
regulate it? No intelligent mind expects or wishes 
to déféat the general effort. of men to better their 
conditions, It is a deep and beneficent instinct, nec- 
essary to burhan progress and the common weal.
